CHARACTERIZATION OF SUBVERSIVE ORGANIZATION 
INTERNAL SECURITY - COMMUNIST PARTY, USA 


In October, 1970, Angela Davis, then a self- 


admitted member of the Communi st Party, USA (CPUSA), a 


subversive organization that serves as an arm of the 
international communist movement dominated by the Soviet 
Union, was arrested and incarcerated in New York, New York, 
awaiting extradition to California to be tried on murder 
and kidnapping charges stemming from a shoot-out in Marin 
County, California, in which four persons werekilled. In 
October, 1970, Gus Hall, General Secretary, CPUSA, stated 
that the CPUSA would involve itself in freeing Davis and 
that a national committee would be established. This conm- 
mittee became known as the National United Committee to 
Free Angela Davis (NUCFAD). Davis was acquitted of the 
above charges in June, 1972, following which the NUCFAD 
became defunct. 
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
